1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wey 
or Fujiyasu et al in view of Kim and Fujimoto. 

Wey and Fujiyasu et al both teach that it is well known to apply far infrared rays to the 
body of a user for therapy in the form of jewelry such as bracelets. Kim teaches that it 
is well known to apply both far infrared rays and anions together to the body for therapy. 
Therefore a modification of either Wey or Fujiyasu et al such that both far infrared rays 
and anions are applied to the body for therapy in the form of a bracelet would have 
been obvious in view of Kim. Further Fujimoto teaches a well known magnetic means 
for clasping the ends of a bracelet together to hold the bracelet on the body. Therefore 
a modification of either Wey or Fujiyasu et al to include a specific clasping means would 
have been obvious since this would have been the mere substitution of one well known 
clasping means for another. With respect to the "C" shaped main part and the 
connecting arm of the bracelet, this is considered to be a routine engineering design 
choice since the criticality appears to be to the application of both far infrared rays and 
anion radiating material to the body, therefore to choose any known type of 
configuration for the bracelet would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the 
time the invention was made. Further the courts have shown that a change in shape of 
form of a device is not a patentable distinction (In re Dailey et al, 149, USPQ 23). 
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3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Li et al and Ishikawa are cited to further show the use of 
magnetic therapy for the body in the form of jewelry.
